Gov. James Thompson and At- 
torney General Neil Hartigan, who 
usually’ are political rivals, have 
joined in a bi-partisan endorsement 
of federal legislation barring 
Panhandle Eastern Pipeline Co. 
from passing on to customers a cost- 
ly settlement with an Algerian firm. 

Panhandle Eastern is ‘a -minor 
natural gas supplier to Illinois 
Power Co. , 

Thompson and Hartigan both urg- 
ed U.S. Sens. Alan Dixon and Paul 
Simon to vote for a bill already pass- US. 
ed by the U.S. House which would 
bar Panhandle from passing on the 
costs of a breach-of-contract settle- 
ment with Sanotrach, an Algerian oil 
and gas company, that could cost 
Panhandle $665 million. 

‘Panhandle earlier contracted to 
import liquefied Algerian natural 
gas into the U.S. at costs now 
substantially higher than U-S 
natural gas prices. 

Hartigan and Thompson argued 
Panhandle should have to absorb the 


costs for its “‘imprudent’’: business 
decisions in contracting for the 
Algerian gas at an excessive price. 

They said if Panhandle is permit- 
ted to pass on the costs of the settle- 
ment, .it could result in steeply 
higher natural gas bills for some Il- 
linois consumers, particularly those 
in the Central Illinois Public Service 
and Central Illinois Light Co. areas, 
at a time when natural gas prices 
are going down. 


Rep. Robert Michel, R- 
Peoria, House minority leader, was 
one of the chief sponsors of the 
House measure now. before the 
Senate..Michel’s district is heavily 
served for natural gas by both CIPS 
and CILCO, to which Panhandle is a 
major supplier. 

Thompson and Hartigan are also 
working together in an anti-trust 
lawsuit pending in federal court in 
Peoria alleging Panhandle refused 
to cooperate in efforts to lower the 
gas bills of customers.

Students-helping-students program begins at HS

GRANITE CITY — Making a dif- 
ference is important to more than 30 
Granite City High School students, 
who have volunteered to become 
“peer helpers.” 

‘The students attended a three-day 
retreat at McKendree College, 
Lebanon, Ill., in August to learn how 
they can help their fellow students 
with many problems, such as drug 
abuse. 

The students were taught 
problem-solving, communication 
and referral skills. The emphasis of 
the retreat and the new ‘“‘Empathy”’ 
program at GCHS is on drug abuse, 


said GCHS counselor and peer- 
helper sponsor Jack Haug. 

“This is a drug prevention pro- 
gram. We are trying to prevent the 
problem before they get into drugs. 
Kids will talk to other kids before 
they will adults,” Haug said. 

The students paid $20 to attend the 
retreat, Many local businesses and 
organizations and a $1,000 state 
grant have funded the program.” 

Haug said the cost of the program 
is small compared to the cost of six 
weeks a student might need to spend 
in a drug treatment program. He 
estimated such drug rehabilitation 
treatment would cost $10,000.

State Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-

Coattails don’t 


WASHINGTON — Polls in the 
races for governor and U.S. sena- 
tor are bearing out what Illinois 
voters frequently have shown at 
the ballot boxes — coattails mean 
little at the top of the ticket. 

Republican Gov. Thompson, 
seeking an unprecedented fourth 
term after 10 years in office, may 
not be the state’s most popular 
politician, but he continues to run 
well ahead of Adlai Stevenson in 
the polls. 

But Thompson's political 
strength does not seem to be rub- 
bing off on the GOP Senate candi- 
date, State Rep. Judy Koehler, 
who lingers in the cellar in polls 
measuring her showing against 
Sen. Alan Dixon, D-Ill. 

With no presidential race this 
year, the Senate contest will be at 
the top of the Illinois ballot and 
the governor’s race right below it 

Thompson was concerned about 
the need to recruit a strong candi- 
date for the top of the ticket and, 
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at one point, had trie@ to 
discourage Koehler’s candidacy. 
Thompson and Koehler were sort 
of a shotgun marriage, joined at 
least temporarily when the candi- 
dates he wanted would not run and 
she won the GOP nomination in 
the primary. 

There appears to be little ink- 
age in the races. If the Thompson 
and Koehler campaigns have any- 
thing in common, it is that neither 
seems to be gaining any steam. 

A late August sampling by 
McKeon and ‘Associates of Joliet 
gave Dixon a 62-16 percent lead 
over Koehler. That compares with 
a 56-17 Dixon lead when the same 
pollsters sampled voters for Dem- 
ocratic candidates two months 
earlier. 

The latest McKeon poll had 
Thompson leading Stevenson 50- 
35; compared to a 51-32 point lead 
two months ago. 

Both races may narrow as the 
Nov. 4 election draws closer, but 
clearly they are proceeding on 
separate tracks. 

Thompson and Koehler, like 
Dixon and. Stevenson, have 
appeared together at some func- 
tions, but are waging their own 
campaigns. That is usually the 
way it is in Minois campaigns — 
and with good reason.

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Senate GOP look to grab majority be

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois Re- 
publicans are looking to take con- 
trol of the State Senate, as the fall 
election campaign shifts into high 
gear. 

A net change of two seats in 
favor of the Republicans would 
give them a majority in the Sen- 
ate, now controlled by the Demo- 
crats by a 31-28 margin. 

Democrats also control the 
House with a 67-51 vote margin. 
With a voting gap that wide, it 
seems unlikely the Republicans 
can turn the House around to their 
favor. 

This year, 39 of the 59 seats in 
the Senate are up for election, of 
which the Democrats hold 22 and 
Senate Democrats believe they 
can capture three seats now held 
by Republicans, according to Wil- 
liam Houlihan, the campaign 
coordinator for the Senate Demo- 
crats. 

Those three seats are the 47th 
(Peoria-Galesburg), 48th (Quincy), 
and 5ist (Decatur), according to 
Houlihan. 

In the 47th District the cam- 
paign has become a Peoria- 
versus-Galesburg fight, he said. 
The district is dominated by Peo- 
ria, but in recent years the Senate 
seat was held by a Peorian while 
the House member came from the 
Galesburg area.. Earlier this year, 
the incumbent, Sen. Prescott 
Bloom, a Peoria Republican, died 
in a tragic house fire. The local 
Republicans appointed David 
Leitch to fill out the remainder of 
Bloom’s term. However, in the 
primary election, Rep. Carl E. 
Hawkinson of Galesburg beat 
Leitch in a write-in campaign. 
Democrats chose former state 
Rep. Jack Cassidy of Peoria to 
run. 

Democrats are hoping that 
hometown allegiance will hold up 
in Peoria as it has in past elec- 
tions and if so, this would favor 
Cassidy, according to Houlihan 

In the 48th District, Republican 
imcumbent Sen. Laura Kent 
Donahue of Quincy is facing Hu- 
bert G. Staff, a Quincy Democrat. 

Staff has been a long- time 
Democrat activist in the Quincy 
area and also has been active in 
business and farm groups, Houl- 
ihan said. Democrats are counting 
on Staff's ties to local groups as a 
plus in the campaign. 

In the 5ist District another Re- 
publican, Sen: James H. Rupp of 
Decatur, is facing a challenge 
from Democrat Penny L. Severns 


















of Decatur. Late last year Rupp 
indicated he might retire but later 
changed his mind. 

Severns has been a. long-time 
active Democrat in the Decatur 
area. She also serves on the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee. 

Roger Sweet of the Republican 
Senate staff feels the GOP will 
hold on to the Decatur and Quincy 
seats since both incumbents are 
hard workers. 

Sweet is optimistic that the Re- 
publicans will win-the 42nd Dis- 
trict in Joliet currently held by 
Sen. George E. Sangmeister, a 
Mokena Democrat. Sangmeister 
did not run for re-election, choos- 
ing instead to run for lieutenant 
governor, but he lost that nomina- 


tion to a follower of Lyndon 


LaRouche. 

Democrats chose Thomas A. 
Dunn of Joliet, long associated 
with Democrat Party politics in 
Will County, to run in the place of 
the popular Sangmeister.
